Rio and back 


Concorde shrank the world 
a little smaller when a group 
of travellers landed back in 
Europe yesterday evening 
(Wednesday) after a day trip 
to South America, 

This was a record shatt- 
ering double crossing of the 
Atlantic - Paris to Rio de 
Janeiro and back, Concorde 

.02 covered 12,024 miles in 
a flying time of 11 hours 
20 minutes, an average speed 
of 1,060 miles per hour, It 
was supersonic for just on 
10 hours - most of the time 
touching twice the speed of 
sound - and would have bett- 
ered this but for the re- 
quirement to stay subsonic 
over France, 

The flight, equal to half- 
way round the world in half 
a day, was the fastest for 
such a distance, The round 
trip was the climax of a 
series of test flights be- 
tween the two cities and 
the most ambitious flight 
yet attempted by the Anglo- 


French supersonic jetliner. 

The earlier flights had 
been punctuated with an 
overnight stay in Rio but 
yesterday’s was round trip 
that dramatically illustrated 
Concorde’s potential over 
long distances, Even with 
short breaks in Dakar and 
Rio the overall average 
speed was 1,000 miles per 
hour, 

At Paris passengers said 
although they were tired 
after the day’s flying they 
had not suffered the strains 
of jet lag when a traveller 
passes through changing 
time zones, This was be- 
cause Concored had whish- 
ed them twice through the 
time zone and returned them 
to their normal environ- 
ment in the same day. Nor- 
mally a passenger suffers 
jet lag when the body’s time 
cycle is upset by losing or 
gaining up to nine hours on 
arrival in a different part 
of the world.

Town Council has met the 
crush for space at the Town 
Hall and the adjacent library 
by purchasing a temporary 
building and erecting it south 
of the library, The 960 sq 
ft. building is in reality two 
trailers joined lengthwise, 

The building is designed 
to accommodate local groups 
needing meeting space, This 
includes Town Council it- 
self, which, for some months 
has been holding its weekly 
meetings in the Clubhouse, 
having been forced out of its 
chambers in Town Hull by 
staff growth, Similarly, the 
St. Albert Public Library 
has expanded its operation 
to the point of capacity in 
its present building, the 
Town’s 1967 Centennial pro- 
ject, The meeting room will 
be converted to adult book 
area over the summer, 

In order for the library to 
continue to provide free 
meeting space to local 
groups and to continue tc 
offer film showings, puppet

shows, and other regular 
programs, the temporary 
building has been erected 
adjacent to the existing lib- 
rary, and in fact, attached 
to it, on the south side, 
When the meeting space thus 
provided is .not being used 
for library programs and 
town council meetings each 
Monday evening, the space 
will be made available free 
of charge to recognized lo- 
cal organizations, 

The new space will acc- 
ommodate more groups than 
the library lecture room 
previously did, because the 
building can be divided into 
two 480 sq ft. rooms with 
separate entrances, Conse- 
quently two groups may use 
the building simultaneously 
Both rooms will be furnish- 
ed with chairs, tables, in- 
cluding the council table, 
blackboards, bulletin boards 
and coatracks, The library’s 
washroom and kitchen facil- 
ities will be directly access- 
ible from the new premises,

WI women learn 
how to prune trees 


Mr, Wally Klatt, Sturgeon 
District Agriculturist, was 
the guest speaker at the 
recent Women’s Institute 
meeting held at the farm 
home of Mrs, J. Rouault. 
Mr, Klatt showed the mem- 
bers how to prune trees and 
Shrubs, stating that most 
deciduous trees should be 
pruned just before leaves 
come out in spring, except 
Weeping Birch and Manitoba 
Maple, When pruning fruit 
trees, prune out all thin and 
dead wood, all crossing 
branches, You may head back 
a leader by cutting off one- 
sixteenth inch above a bud, 
cutting at an angle, When 
pruning Dogwood, Nanking 
Cherry and Honeysuckle, cut 
out dead or weak parts down 
to the bottom, Prune Spruce 
by cutting off new growth 
right after it has grown and 
produced needles, this way it 
will still bud. To prevent a 
top of Spruce from growing 
out crooked, pick one piece 
as a leader and bring it up 
straight and tie it. This way 
it will grow straight. When 
a Honeysuckle or Lilac has 
grown to be about 12 years 
old, cut it right down and it 
will grow again, Protect 
small fir trees from sun 
scald. Don’t overwater Col- 
orado Spruce. Try to have 
fruit trees with only one 
trunk or leader with side 
branches, Any Hinsaor har-

the Citizens’ Coalition, a 
group sponsoring a series 
of cross-Canada advertise- 
ments aimed at getting the 
election campaign to turn 
around this one issue - the 
cost of government, The ad- 
vertisements pose five ques- 
tions, essentially asking why 
the rates of government 
spending and hiring are ris- 
ing so fast, and when, ifever 
they will begin to level off. 
It seems Brown has touched 
on some kind of nerve among 
what he calls ‘‘the silent 
majority people.’’ Ten days 
after the first advertise- 
ment appeared, he had re- 
ceived 12,000 coupons and 
$20,000 in donations, The 
coupons are now being dup- 
licated so they can be sent 
to each of the three main 
party leaders, The money 
will be used to pay for more 
advertisements, possibly on 
radio and TV ifthe donations 
continue, 

Brown has already achiev- 
ed some notice through his 
earlier campaigns opposing 
such concepts as universal 
medicare and baby bonuses 
- concepts that Brown thinks 
are ‘‘socialistic.’’ He has a 
horror that Canada may be- 
come another Sweden, ‘All 
the warnings are there,’’ he 
says, 

Brown also can lay claim 
to a degree of notoriety, 
following the introduction of 
his Turn-in-a- Pusher (TIP) 
campaign two years ago, Un- 
der TIP, a group of London, 
Ont., businessmen agreed to 
pay anonymous informers 
who would name alleged drug 
pushers, The program was 
widely condemned on the 
grounds that innocent people 
would be named by informers 
looking for easy money, ‘‘ All 
the bleeding hearts came out 
of the woodwork _ then,’’ 
Brown says, ‘‘We were acc- 
used of setting up some Nazi 
type of plan,’’ TIP, however, 
continues, with a few furtive 
phone calls each week, 

Brown's Citizens’ Coali- 
tion isn’t a typical commun- 
ity action group, The letter 
that was initially circulated 
to get the group going was 
endorsed by John V. Clyne, 
former chairman of Mac- 
Millan Bloedel Ltd,; Herbert 
Lank, former chairman, Du- 
Pont of Canada Ltd,, and Jo- 
seph Jeffery, chairman, 
London Life Insurance Co, 
Strangely enough, it was al- 
so endorsed by former On- 
tario Premier John Robarts 
and former Alberta Prem- 
ier Ernest Manning - both 
of whom have contributed 
more than their share to 
government spending, says 
a Financial Post article.

Mexican misson could mean 
millons to cattle industry 


What could develop into 
one of the largest markets 
ever experienced in the his- 
tory of the Canadian cattle 
industry is on the books for 
Alberta. 

Agricultural Minister, the 
Hon, Hugh Horner, has ann- 
ounced a Mexican trade mis- 
sion, consisting of govern- 
ment officials and private 
businessmen, will be visit- 
ing Alberta about the middle 
of June to discuss Mexico's 
immediate cattle needs and 
a long-term program. 

This program envisages 
a joint dairy and beef cattle 
breeding project that would 
be used to supply the cattle 
industries of countries in 


both Central and South Am- 
erica, If the project mater- 


ializes, as seems likely, 


it will mean millions of 
dollars to Alberta’s cattle 
industry. 


Among the cattle that t 
Mexicans are interested in 
are Holsteins, Herefords, 
Brown Swiss and cross- 
breds from British Euro- 
pean breads, They intend 
to cross the Alberta cattle 
with their Zebu-type 
cattle. “The idea here,”’ 
says Dr. Horner, “‘is to 
get offspring that have the 
high production capability of 
our cattle combined with the 
natural resistance of the 
Mexican cattle to insects, 
diseases and climatic con- 
ditions that are found in 
that country.*’ 

To ensure that Mexico's 


own 


own cattle requirements are 
met amd to facilitate the 
development of a joint cattle 
breeding program, Dr. Hor- 
ner has asked the recently 
established Canadian live- 
stock Import-Export Com- 
pany, under the direction 
of Dr. Fred Day, who will 
be assisted by other prom- 
inent livestock personnel on 
the company’s board, to par- 
ticipate in the discussions 
with Mexico, The company 
has also been asked to alert 
dairy and beef cattle bree- 
ders, dealers and agents to 
the fact that a substantial 
number of cattle are al- 
most certainly going to be 
needed by the Mexican buy- 
ers. 


To determine the loca- 


tions of available cattle the 
Canadian Livestock-Import 


rr oa ee em re ET in — 
Export Company, in con- 


junction with the Alberta Ex- 
port Agency and the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 
plans, in the near future, 
to set up public meetings 
for cattlemen, 

The Mexican cattle mis- 
sion, with all its implica- 
tions for Alberta cattlemen, 
is a direct result of Dr. 
Horner's visit to that coun- 
try earlier this spring. He, 
and a number of Alberta 
cattlemen and semen unit 
operators who accompan- 
ied him, held discussions 
with Mexican governmental 
officials and private inter- 
ests on the possibilities of 
expanding cattle and semen 
markets in Mexico and in 
other Latin American coun- 
tries. It was during this 
visit that he invited the Mex- 
icans to come to Alberta
